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MESMER THE FIRST HYPNOTIST

He Mystified and Interested Paris by the Manifestation of His
Curious Power—He Thought That It Waa Magnetic,
How He Used Hia “Magic Tub”

IN 1778 there artived In Parls an un-
canny genlus whose reputation for
abllity to heal the sick by a new and
very sensational process caused him to
be recsived with considernble awe.

This wizard, Frederic-Antoine Meamer,
was Torty-four years of age, tall, -dis-
tingulshed and impressive—a personality
who, betauss of his oxtraordinary calm
and self-reliance, radiated s sense of
health and hope to thousands who came
in contact with him. Leaving his native
town of Bwabla, Germany, he had gone
to Vienna, where he had taken the de
gree of doctor of medicine, but had left
the Viennese capital bsoaunse of an nllaged
cabal against him, and before urriving in
Paris had traveled throughout Europe.

Meamer took an apartment In the
Hotel Bouret, in the center of Parls, near
the Place Vendome, and immedintaly let
it be known that he was ready to treat
incurable diseames. Vanity Fualr,' ever
upon the lookout for new fads, especially
new cures, at once flocked to the new
physician, ' He beonme . the vogue. Hin
pleturesque personality fascinated hias
patients, especially those of the feminine
persuasion. It became whispered about
that he possessed “maglo power.”

He invented a remarkable plece of ap-
paratus that soon had Paris by the eurs.
1t wan known as the “magic tub” and
consisted of a covered cylinder, inside
which patients were seated'in tiers. Hach
held a tube with the end of which he
touched that part of his anstomy which
he wished to be treated, Inslde the great
tub stood Mesmer,. an imposing figure
garbed In robes suggestive of a magiclan
and bearing an alleged “magle wand™
As the “treatments” continued the
patisnts would become axcited, some of
them falling into convulslons. Thess the
mysterious physician would calm.

Individunls were treated at private
seances. During such a treatment Mes-
mer would hold the subject's hand, touch
his forshead and make before his face
passes with the open hand. Thess
manipulations  produced  convulsions,
hysteria and oftan catalepsy. The west.
orn world had never witnessed phenom-
enn of the kind, snd Mesmars clinio be-
came the mecon of invalids, hypochon-
drince, mystica and savants from all
partn of the world

Mesmer had dlsoovered some force of
whose origin he was quite ss lgnorant
as was the publio at large. Confusing
It with electricity ha calisd it magnotlsm

studying magnatic forces he later ap-
plied to his patients metal plates such as
used In electric batterles, He claimed
that his magnetic force originated in the
planets and was altered by their posi-
tons, According to his confused notlon
the heavenly bodles floated about In an
infinite magnetic fluld which he could
tranemit to any objects, animats or in-
animate.

The Parls Faculty of Medicine ap-
pointed a commisxion to Investigate and
report upon his phenomena. This body
Included Benjaumin Frunklin, then so-
journing In Paris, Mesmer avolded the
Investigators, although they appeared to
regard him favorably. He later suggest-
ed that the French Government subsl-
dize him by giving him & general an-
nuity that would enable him to treat
patients without charge, and to this end
Queen Marie Antpinette was petitionsd
to grant him an estate and chateay, also
$100,000. The _ Queen referred the
proposition to the Covernment, which
suggesied that the famous physiclan be
given a pension of §4000 a year and that
he be knighted with the Order of Bt
Michael, . provided that he would report
all of his discoveries 10 & medical board
appointed by the King. But Meamer
scorned the Government's offer. Golng
to Bpa he established there a magnetic
clinle and repeated his Parls successes.
Vainly petitioning Parllament to now
conduet an impartial investigation into
his methods, he became discouraged by
that body's refusal, and sold his aileged
secret to a federntion of twenty-four
societien which he organized ns a sort of
masonle order under & grand master,
Each member had to pay Mesmer an
initiation fee of & hundred louls and
annual dues of sixty francs. To become
a member one had to be twentyfive years
of nge, and was required to absaln from
tobacco. Among the membars of this
strange  brotherhood was America's
friend, the Marquis de Lafayeite

Becoming invelved In bitter quarrels
and stubborn controversies, Mesmer left
France In disgust, takiog with him a
fortuna of 300,000 francs,  After ®mojourn-
ing for o time In Englind ana Germany,
he fnally returned to hls native Swabia,
where At the age of eightyone he died
in 1818,

He gave to the world meamoriem, that
mysterlous force now more Eenerally
called hypnotiam, and which after more
than & century of Investigation by his
successore stlll vexes the human under.
standiog.
